Celebration! 1916-1991 


An Overview 

Come celebrate the Museum’s 75th anniversary on June 7, 8, and 9. Over fifty different groups will 
provide virtually continuous entertainment on six outdoor stages as well as in Gartner Auditorium and 
other indoor performance spaces. Steel bands, rock groups, jazz ensembles, classical quartets. Fla- 
menco and Cajun players and more will supply bounteous musical offerings, while jugglers, dance 
troupes, and video and film displays round out a full weekend entertainment schedule. Good food 
will be plentiful: The Museum Cafe will extend its hours (10 am-9 pm Fri & Sat, 1 1 am-6 pm Sun), 
while local caterers including Heck’s, Celebrations, Hough, and Creative Catering will bring their 
specialties to the Museum for the weekend. International flavors will be highlighted: lemon ice and 
casatta torta from Corbo’s in Little Italy and baklava and stuffed grape leaves from Sts. Constantine 
and Helen Philoptocos. Pre-concert Box Suppers will be available from 5-8 pm Fri & Sat for $12.50 
through Hough Catering, and must be ordered ahead of time by calling the Celebration! hotline, 
421-1991. 

Friday is highlighted by an outdoor evening jazz concert and a preview of Saturday’s laser show, 
along with all-day attractions including Insight/On Site outdoor sculpture exhibition, music, and food 
(constant themes throughout the weekend). 

Saturday is packed with more activities for everybody, with continuous entertainment on six out- 
door stages. Parade the Circle at noon, a special afternoon concert in Gartner Auditorium, several 
festival film programs, continuous all-day art activities, and the evening’s gala old-fashioned band 
concert with fireworks and a laser show. 

Sunday starts with brunch on the Museum grounds, then more entertainment, art activities, and 
specialty foods throughout a day which features an extensive film program and many musical offer- 
ings including the Kleveland Klezmorim and the Museum’s own musicians Karel Paukert, Bruce 
Shewitz, and Catherine Miller. 

Throughout the weekend visitors will have the opportunity to see the whole Museum in its re- 
newed splendor, as all of the renovated Renaissance and Baroque galleries, the Armor Court, the new 
Museum Store, and the two anniversary exhibitions. Object Lessons: Cleveland Creates an Art Mu- 
seum and Notable Acquisitions, open to the public. Gallery hosts will be located throughout the Mu- 
seum to help visitors and answer questions. This events guide provides a general time-blocked listing 
of the events scheduled for Celebration! weekend; we expect that between our late April mailing date 
and the June weekend, many details will inevitably change. A comprehensive souvenir brochure in- 
cluding all specific events, times, and locations will be available free of charge during the weekend 
festivities. 

The Museum will be closed to the public from 4 pm Wednesday, June 5 until 10 am Friday, 

June 7, when the doors reopen to the public for the anniversary Celebration! All of the exhibitions, 
creative activities, outdoor music and dance performances, special concerts, lectures, film programs, 
and other weekend festivities are free to the public.

There will be two sets in this infor- 
mal concert on the South plaza 
beneath The Thinker. First, Neal 
Creque, piano, and Howie Smith, 
saxophone team up to perform 
originals and music from their rep- 
ertoire, including works by Duke 
Ellington, Thelonious Monk, and 
Cleveland native Tadd Dameron. 

The Jazz Revival Orchestra with 
vocalist Delores Parker Morgan 
will take the second set, bringing 
back an all-acoustic big band sound 
that’s relatively rare in this age of 
electronic music. Count Basie, 
Benny Goodman, Lionel Hampton, 
Stan Kenton, and of course Duke 
Ellington form the backbone of the 
17-piece ensemble’s ever-expand- 
ing repertoire.

Voted one of the ten best 
films ever made in a 1962 poll 
conducted by Sight and Sound 
magazine, this long-mangled mas- 
terpiece has been restored to its 
original version with the addition 
of nine minutes of recently redis- 
covered footage.

Museum grounds and by the La- 
goon, 10 am-7:30 pm Sat/8, and 
11 am-6 pm Sun/9. 

InsightlOn Site 

Ten area artists will transform the 
Museum grounds into a free-form 
gallery and performance space, 
beginning 10 am, Fri/7 and con- 
tinuing through the weekend. Made 
possible by a grant from the 
Cleveland Foundation.

Gallery A trapezoidal space 
displays 5 frames with cutout por- 
traits on slender stakes.

Lyneise Williams, Voices of the 
Ancestors A large boadike struc- 
ture, its “oars” decorated with 
objects of ceremonial and cultural 
significance. Local drummers will 
perform at the installation site. 


Getting to the Museum 

Due to the weekend events, and in the interest of safety to pedestrians, 
there will be no public parking in any of the Museum lots or on streets im- 
mediately adjacent to the Museum between June 7 and 9. The Museum 
will provide free shuttles to and from five marked, reserved parking lots: 
UCI lot 41 at Euclid & Mayfield (across from Kinko’s), University Hospi- 
tals lots 59 & 61 (both on Circle Drive), on Wilbur Ave. (just south of 
Carnegie) between E. 101 and E. 105, and at Euclid & E. 101 (by the 
Cleveland Clinic). In addition. University Circle will operate shutdes 
servicing other nearby parking lots. We strongly suggest visitors consider 
using public transportation, to avoid the likely traffic congestion.
